The last lock and dam will be 
in place and the last bit of dredg­ 
ing finished by 1929, said the Uni­ 
ted States district engineer here. 
The plan was authorized by the 
rivers and harbors act of 1910, al­ 
though local 
improvements had 
been made at various times since 
1S79, when the first lock and dam 
was built near the hsad of the 
river. 
W hen finished the project will 
consist of fifty locks and dams, j

The dove season began Wednes­ 
day. 
For several years doves have 
not h^en plentiful in U m a r coun­ 
ty on account of the big grain 
fields in the western part of 
tha 
state and 
in the Panhandle at­ 
tracting them. 
As there has been a greater acre­ 
age of oats and other grain crops 
and feedstuff planted than com ­ 
mon this year, however, doves are 
said to be more plentiful in this 
section, A dispatch from the game 
warden's 
department 
at Austin 
states that numerous inquiries had 
been received from dove hunters 
as to whether poison put out for 
cotton pests w ould affect a person 
who ate the meat of a dove that 
devoured poisoned insects. 
The reply was that doves rarely 
if ever nte worms and other in­ 
sects, but foraged on grain and 
other field seed. 
This question 
has 
frequently 
been raised locally in regard to 
the killing of quail. 
A good many 
persons claimed that they ought to 
be protected against hunters be­ 
cause they were enemies of boll 
w'eevils and other insects that dam ­ 
age cotton. 
The quail 
hunters 
contended 
that quail did not eat boll weevils: 
and that on examination of 
th« 
craws of quail killed In hunting, no 
inserts are found in them.

Round 28— Johnson rose slow ly from his c h a ir and W illa rd met 
him 
more than two-thirds of the 
w ay across the ring. 
W illa rd 
stabbed a long left into the negro’s face, sending his head bobbing 
back. B efore the cham pion could recover his position W illa rd swung 
a sm ashing right which landed fu ll on Jo h n so n ’s stomach. Johnson 
was flung against the ropes by the force of the M ow and he clinched 
on the rebound. 
The w hite man tried to tear loose, but 
the black 
held grim ly, with eyes closed and legs shaking 
Ju s t before the referee broke them Johnson looked over W il­ 
lard ’s shoulder to the box where his wife had been, his eyes showing 
a dazed, puzzled expression. 
As soon a* W elsh had broken the clinch Jess rushed again, 
forcing the negro into W illa r d ’s corner, 
w here the finish cam e. 
Johnson w as slow in guarding and his youthful opponent hooked a 
swinging left to 
the body. 
The fr ding cham pion’s legs quivered 
in d again the tow ering giant feinted for the body. Johnson dropped 
his guard and W illa rd won the title w ith a quick, hard «wing to the 
exact point of the Jaw . 
The negro’s knees folded up under him and he sank slow ly to 
the floor and rolled over on his back, partly under the ropes. 
W elsh waved W illa rd hack and began to count. 
Johnson never 
moved. 
H is eyes were glassy ,only the w hites being visible. 
A t the count of ten W elsh turned an I held up W illa rd 's hand 
and a new cham pion replaced Johnson, w ho was still stretched on 
the floor of the ring. 
So passed Johnson, kin g of the colored race.
